shot dead from ambush near Tex- 
melucan, Pueblo, Saturday night. 
Tho widow' of a British subject, 
a former president of the Bank of 
London in Mexico, Mrs. Evans was 
one of the central figures in the rec­ 
ent 
international 
affairs 
between 
Great Britian and Mexico culminat­ 
ing in the withdrawal of the British 
charge 
des 
archives, 
Herbert 
C. 
Cummins. 
Mr. Cummins was accused by the 
Mexicans of undue harshness in his 
communications 
concerning 
Mrs. 
Evans’ dispute with 
the 
Mexican 
government over attem pts to divide 
her estate under the agrarian pro­ 
gram. Accompanied by John Strauss 
the German manager of her estate, 
Mrs. Evans was driving homeward 
w'hen shots came from the left and 
she fell from the wagon. 
Her hair 
became entangled in the wheels and 
the body was dragged some distance, 
badly mutilating the face. 
Strauss 
made a desperate effort to defend 
his employer but was wounded in 
the arm and forced to abandon the 
fight. 
He managed, how’ever, to re­ 
lease her body from the wheels and 
summon help before collapsing.

She insisted on living in the ruin­

H. planes with 
heir 400 h. p. motors could not be­ 
in to get out of the small places 
.© have to enter,”’ Marshall says. 
‘Puddle-jumper’ is rather a compli- 
.entary term applied to the Curtiss 
30 h. p. maintenance plane which 
>perates from Maywood, 111., to and 
.rom Iowa City, and Cleveland. 
It 
can cut weeds with its all-metal 
propeller, making it 
possible 
to 
alight and take off safely in weeds 
that would badly chew’ up the wood­ 
en parts of other propellers. 
“We like it because of the big fat 
wheels, the “puppy-feet,” 
we 
call 
them, which enable us to land in a 
soft field. 
The radiator in the up­ 
per wing contains the water and 
envelopes the gasoline tank.
